Ro secrans, after serving 18 y ears in the 
Federal army in alm o st every po sitio n fro m 
seco nd lieutenant to majo r general, and 
after filling many civil o ffices with ability 
and great, success, has go ne to jo in the m a­ 
jo rity o f the hero es o f the memo rable co n- 
test fo r the Unio n. 
He wits bo rn in K ing ­

1803 engaged in mo re and mo re heated per­ 
so nal co ntro versies than any o ther. 
It, was 
his misfo rtune to co mmand at Chickamail- 
ga. where success was practically im po ssi­ 
ble to the Federal« , and his g reater m is­ 
fo rtune that he was later co m pelled to de­ 
fend him self against, alleg ed charges by 
men who ho d died. 
The painful result has 
been that altho ug h General Ro secrans co m­ 
manded In fo ur o f the g reat battles o f the 
war and wo n brilliant victo ries in three o f 
them, y et many o f the badly instructed have 
been led to think o f him as a partial fail­ 
ure. 
Yet his so ldiers were devo ted to him, 
and their pet name o f “ Old R o sy ” indicates 
a sentim ent am o ng the veterans which will 
so o n disperse the clo uds abo ut his fame, 
llefo re the War. 
When he entered W est Po int in 1837 , his 
das» numbered 112, but bad dwindled to 5b 
when he graduated high in his class in .1 uric, 
1842. 
U po n leaving the academy he entered 
the engineer co rps as seco nd lieutenant ami 
was o rdered to Fo rtress Mo nro e, where ho 
remained until A ug ust, 1843.

ing the fo rt re,ss he luul been pro mo ted to n 
(Irst lieutennnley nnd was then mo de as* 
Blatant pro fesso r in the eng ineering depart­ 
ment at W est Po int, and afterward was 
detailed as assistant pro fesso r o f philo so ­ 
phy , first assistant pro fesso r o f engineering, 
po st co mmissary and quartermaster, etc. 
In Aug ust, 1841, Lieutenant Ro secrans 
relieved the eng ineer in charge o f tlie N ew ­ 
po rt (R. 1.) harbo r fo rtificatio ns and re­ 
mained in charg e fo r five y ears, 
in 18 52 he 
survey ed Taunto n and New Bedfo rd harbo r 
with a view to permanent impro vement.« . 
In 1853 he was assigned to duty as co n­ 
structing engineer at, the W ashing to n navy 
yard, where lie made many im pro vem ents 
and elabo rated plans fo r o thers, w hen, his 
health failing him, he asked fo ra leave o f 
absence, which was finally g rudg ing ly al 
lo wisi by J efferso n Davis, then secretary o f 
war 
But Ro secrans was finally o bliged to 
resign his co n*missio n because o f his co n­ 
tinued ill health o n the 1st o f April, 1854, 
He lo cated in Cincinnati and w as in turn 
architect,, civil engineer, ag ent o f a co al 
mining co mpany , president o f a navig atio n 
co mpany and refiner o f co al o il. And after 
having reco vered his health and beco me 
very ro bust be was, while experim enting 
with the o il, so terribly burned that he nar­ 
ro w' ly escaped death and was disabled fo r 
18 mo nths. 
He had barely reco vered when 
the civil war began. 
Party t’aiiipklgnih 
The first service rendered in th e c i\il war 
by Ro secrans was in drilling recruits. 
It 
was no t lo ng, ho wever, befo re he was co m 
missio ned as chief engineer o f Ohio , with 
the rank o f co lo nel, but preferred active 
service and was made co lo nel o f the Tw en­ 
ty -third Ohio \ o lunteers 
Three dav s after 
I ward he received a co m m issio n as brigadier 
geueral and was im m ediately o rdered to 
! western Virginia by General McClellan. 
! At Parkersburg he w as placed in co m m and 
| o f a fo rce co m prising the Lighth, Tenth, 
Seventeenth and N ineteenth Indiana regi 
I ments anti was then o rdered to ( larks 
j burg 
Fro m th ere he advanced to Ro aring 
| Creek, w it bin fo ur miles o f t he enemy , who 
I were intrenched in a fo rest a t the base o f 
j Rich mo untain. 
On the 8 th o f July , 18 )1, General McClel­ 
lan made an arm ed reeo nno issauce o f the 
enem y ’s po sitio n. In the m eantim e General 
Ro secrans ascertained the whereabo uts o f 
a by path by which the enemy co uld be tiis 
lo dged 
General Ro secrans was o rdered to 
lend the attack, which he did successfully , 
but as the pro mised suppo rts failed to ar 
rive there was material fo r a co ntro versy . 
General Ro secrans, ho wever, pressed o n 
and co m pletely ro uted the Co nfederates 
under co mmand o f General Garnet, captur­ 
ing the entire camp und sto res besides so me 
i, 100 priso ners. 
In the m eantim e the dis­ 
astro us battle o f Bull Run was fo ug ht and 
lo st, ami General McClellan being sum ­ 
mo ned to W ashingto n the co mmand in 
western Virginia devo lved upo n General 
Ro secrans. 
His next success was at Carnifex Ferry , 
and the Co nfederate general Flo y d evacu­ 
ated the place in the night.. Ro secrans then 
started in pursuit, but Flo y d being jo ined 
by Wise and supplies tailing sho rt Ro se 
crans fell back to be nearer t hi- base. 
Geu 
eral Lee then to o k co m m and o f the Co n­ 
federate fo rces and planned to annihilate 
Ro secrans’ co m mand, but failed. 
Flo y d, 
who was to co -o perate w ith Lee, was badly 
repulsed, and western V irginia was practi­ 
cally cleared o f Co nfedrrate t ro o ps. 
Ro secrans v,ent into '.inte r quarters at 
Wheeling in December, 18 61, after having 
cleared the state o f the num ero us g uerrilla 
bands w hich reiwuncd after the tro o ps had 


been driven o ut. 
Then he w^nt to W ash­ 
ingto n to present plans fo r future actio n to 
M cClellan, and while he was absent m o st 
o f 
tro o ps were turned o ver to General 
Ta: .< r, and he alway s insisted that it w as 
di 
• by General McCL dan w itho ut his 
kno wledg e o r co nsent, tho ugh he w as then 
co nsulting with that general. 
Kvent» o f 18 02. 
Then he perfected the pack m ule sy stem , 
afterward o f so much use, and planned a 
spring cam paig n which was appro ved bo th 
by the secretary o f war and General M c­ 
Clellan, hut thro ugh so me po litical m aneu­ 
vering the. plan was no t ado pted, and Ro se- 
crans was o bliged to devo te his tim e fo r

so me weeks in finding General Hlenker’s 
co mmand, which, strange as it may seem, 
bad act ually g o t lo st! A no t her plan fo r 1 he 
campaign was at o nce devised by Generals 
Ranks and Ro secrans, but it, to o , cam e to 
naug ht thro ugh the neg lect o f o thers than 
Ro secrans. 
Early in April General Ro secrans to o k in 
hand General Blenker’s fo rces, which were 
badly demo ralized. May 15,his wo rk ended, 
hi» repo rted to W ashing to n, whence lie was 
sent to General Halleek at Co rinth, Miss., 
then the center o f interest in the west, 
pallo ck finally placed Ro seerans in co m 
mand o f the rig ht wing o f the Army o f t he 
M ississippi, sho rtly after which the Co n­ 
federates evacuated Co rinth and were at 
o nce pursued by Ro secrans. 
No general 
eng ag em ent fo llo wed, tho ugh there were 
several skirm ishes. 
J une 13 General Po pe 
returned to Virginia, and Ro secrans was 
placed in co mmand o f the Army o f the Mis 
sissippi. 
On 
the 3d 
o f Octo ber the battle o f 
Co rinth began. 
Ro secrans dispo sed o f the 
men under him to the best advantage. 
On 
the 4t.h the Co nfederates were disastro usly 
defeated, t heir lo ss Rung 1,4‘^i killed, 5,6'J2 
w o unded,2,248 priso ners, 1 islan d s o f co lo rs, 
artillery , g uns, etc. 
They were pursued 40 
m iles in fo rce and 00 with cavalry . 
The 
pursuit sho uld have been co ntinued, ac 
co rding to Ro secrans, to Vicksburg, which, 
he say s, co uld then have easily been cap 
tured. 
General Ro secrans then re-established his 
headquarters at Co rinth, where he remained 
t ill Oct. 20, when, by an o rder dated two 
day s earlier, he was placed in co mmand o f 
the Army o f the Cumberland, 
it is the 
unanimo us testim o ny o f all survivo rs that 
that army was at its wo rst in Octo ber, 1802, 
und the sam e m ig ht he said o f all the Fed 
eral armies. 
One item is eno ugh to sho w 
the co nditio n 
The number o f deserters 
fro m the western armies alo ne was 02,(XX) at 
the clo se o f that y ear 
Under the presi 
dent’s pro clamatio n mo st o f these 
r e tu r ne d 
to duty later and pro ved them selves go o d 
so ldiers. 
They were sim ply wo rn o ut and 
disco uraged by the events o f the summer 
and fall o f 1802. 
It is also the general testim o ny that the 
arrival o f General 
Ro seerans seemed to 
send a thrill o f fresh energy thro ugh his 
co mmand. A dvance was so o n in o rder, and 
the battle o f Murfreesbo ro (Sto ne River), 
Dec. 29 and 30, 1802, made the co mmanding 
general the hero o f the natio n fo r the time. 
It is /i fact dem o nstrable by the jo urnals o f 
that date that until after the capture o f 
Vicksburg Ro secrans was mo re the po pu 
lar hero than Grant. 
Fatal ('hiekatnaiigH. 
The critics are st ill fight ing o ver < hio k- 
amauga. 
It 
ended Geueral Ro secrtius’ 
chance fo r ho no rs in the war. 
Ro secrans 
had wo n a no table victo ry and had a mag 
niliceut army . 
The entire no rth lo o ked fo r 
even greater thing s fro m him than he had 
already acco mplished. 
Fro m J an. 4,18 )2, 
to J une 23 his army lay at Murfreesbo ro . 
Ro seerans explained that this was because 
o f the w eakness o f his cavalry , the scarcity 
o f fo rage, the nature o f the ro ads, and the 
po licy o f ho lding Bragg o n his fro nt, rat her 
than driving him o ut o f Tennessee o nly 
that he m ig ht unite with J o seph E. J o hn- 
sto u and fall upo n Grant, still strug g ling 
befo re Vicksburg. 
A g reat deal o f grum­ 
bling fro m Ro secrans because o f lack o f at­ 
tentio n to his requests fo r mo re cavalry 
and o f fault finding o n the part o f the war 
department fo llo wed 
in fact-, “ the relatio ns 
between him and his superio rs became 
g reatly st rained, so that his o fficial destruc­ 
tio n was but a questio n o f tim e ami o ppo r­ 
tu n ity .” 
On J une 23, ho wever, in the face 
o f o ppo sitio n fro m every o ne o f his co rps 
and divisio n generals, Ro secrans began a 
fo rward m o vem ent ag ainst Bragg, and ina 
campaign o f nine day s dro ve the enemy 
fro m two fo rtified po sitio ns and wo n fo r 
tin* Federal« the po ssessio n o f middle Ten­ 
nessee wit h a to tal lo ss o f o nly 
5i<0, while 
he to o k 1 ,<>00 priso ners, six canno n and 
g reat quantities o f sto res. 
The co nfidence 
o f the peo ple in Ro seerans was largelj re­ 
sto red by this brilliant cam paign, but 
the 
relatio ns between him self 
and General 
Halleek, co m m ander in chief, and 
the war 
departm ent 
were no t less st rained. 
Aug. 5 
Halleek telegraphed a petvmp? rv u ier 
to 
Ro secrans to mo ve. 
Ro secrans det tin. ¡1 t ) 
do so until he was quite read) 
(hi the 
15th he was ready . 
His pro blem no w was 
to cro ss the Tennessee und again gain po s­ 
sessio n o f Chattano o ga. 
There were two 
way s o pen to him 
to fight his way in o r 
flank the enemy o ut. 
He cho se the latter. 
Aug. 28 Bragg, deceived by a singular 
activity alo ng a fro nt o f 150 m iles o n the 
part o f the Federal« , felt him self fo rced to 
evacuate Chattano o ga, which he did. and 
the Federal fo rces effected an unresisted 
entrance. 
Ro secrans’ fo rces were, ho w ever, 
badly scattered, and the pro blem that no w 
facer! the U nio n co mmander was speedy and 
effective co ncentratio n. 
Bragg had been 
re-enfo rced by Io n g street’s veteran tro o ps, 
Buckner had co me to his aid fro m Kno x 
rille, W alker had been sent, by J o seph E. 
J o hnsto n, and m ilitia fro m Geo rgia. 
W ith 
these fo rces at 
his co mmand Bragg de­ 
termined to full upo n the Federal tmo ps 
and massed his army w ith the design o f re­ 
ceiving the iso lated co rps o t Ro secrans' men 
as they debo uched th ro ug h th e gaps in the 
m o untains and annihilate them in detail. 
In this he was no t successful, and fo r a i itne 
it lo o ked as if Ro secrans wo uld .« ucctvd in 
his plan o f co ncent rat io n. 
But he was no t 
quick eno ugh, and a general engagene nt - 
the buttle o f C hickam auga 
lx gun o n > pt. 
19 , B ragg m aking the o nset w ith perhaps 
75JXH.) men. It is claim ed * hat R< . ■ ms 
had but 55,000. B ragg’s plan was no w to 
turn Ro secrans’ left and then clear tin way 
Into Chattano o ga. 
Geo rge II. rhum as pre­ 
vented this, and the day Ty sed witho ut 


©verw belaalng disaster to the Federal« , but 
it had tadled into actio n every reso urce o f 
Ro st crane* army , w hile the Co nfederate» 
» till had reserves. 
The next m o rning Bragg, w ho had been 
streng thening his po sitio n all nig ht, began 
a determined attiu ;, and in a sho rt tim e 
the eng ag em ent was under full sw ing all 
alo ng the line. 
In the heat o f the battle 
General Tho mas T. Wo o d, a divisio n co m­ 
mander, thro ugh a misapprehensio n o f his 
o rders, bro ke the line o f battle and marched 
to the rear o f ano ther divisio n. 
Lo ngstreet 
perceived the gap and threw Ho o d and id» 
co mmand into it. 
This lo st the battle o n 
the right, the Federal tro o ps bro ke,and the 
Co nfederates advanced alm o st w itho ut o p­ 
po sitio n. 
Ro secrans was him self caug ht in 
the rut and was fo rced to hasten to Chat­ 
tano o ga to prepare fo r the inevitable re­ 
treat and defense. 
Garfield, his chief o f 
naff, was sent to General Tho mas to info rm 
him o f what had happened and o f plans fo r 
the future. 
Tho m as was equal to the o c­ 
casio n and fell back in go o d o rder, his co o l­ 
ness and ability saving the ro uted rig ht 
fro m annihilatio n. 
Ro secrans had co m ­ 
pleted his preparatio ns fo r defense by the 
tim e that Tho m as’ fo rces reached C hatta­ 
no o ga, and Brag g ’s victo ry did no t co unt 
fo r any thing but po ssessio n o f the battle­ 
gro und. 
Ro secrans lo st nearly 11,000 men, 
so mewhat less than Bragg. 
Ro secrans was 
relieved o f his co mmand as so o n as po ssi­ 
ble, but was later put in charge o f the de­ 
partment o f Misso uri in place o f General 
Scho field. 
Ro secrans was no t, ho wever, in 
any bet ter o do r with his superio rs than be­ 
fo re, and his o ccupancy o f Misso uri was no t 
marked by any no table events. Dec. 9 ,18 )4, 
he was relieved o f his co mmand w itho ut 
warning o r explanatio n. 
In 1806 he was 
mustered o ut o f the vo lunteer service and 
resigned fro m the arm y in 18(57. 
R o seera n s a n d H is S o ld iers. 


R o se c ra ns was a man o f actio n in every 
essential. 
His executive ability was i m ­ 
m ense. 
His industry was untiring. 
He 
spared 
neither him self no r his subo rdi­ 
nate*« . Staff’ o fficers rarely lasted lo ng w ith 
him, t ho ugh they remained as lo ng as na­ 
ture wo uld sustain t heir ambitio n. He was 
alway s ready fo r wo rk in headquarters at 
10 o ’clo ck. 
Being a devo ted Catho lic he 
ro se early o n Sunday s and W ednesday s and 
attended mass. 
He did no t o ften retire till 
2 o ’clo ck in the m o rning ,frequently no t be­ 
fo re 4, and so m etim es remained at wo rk till 
bro ad day lig ht. 
It was no t unusual fo r his 
aids to fall asleep in their chairs w hile he 
was still eagerly co ntinuing his wo rk o ver 
his charts, and when he saw t heir extrem e 
weariness he wo uld lo o k at them co mpas­ 
sio nately , and waking them send them to 
bed with an admo nitio n as to their sleep. 
Whenever he fo und tim e in the afterno o n 
fie used to ride o ut thro ug h the camp and 
review and inspect the tro o ps. 
On such o c­ 
casio ns his great po pularity was evinced by 
the ro using cheers with which lie was re­ 
ceived. 
His manner at o nce engendered a 
genuine co rdiality between o fficer and men. 
The lat ter became co nvinced that their co m­ 
mander to o k a perso nal interest in their 
welfare, altho ug h he examined their co ndi­ 
tio n and equipm ents w ith the mo st exact­ 
ing scrutiny . 
General Ro secrans w as a keen o bserver, 
nnd he was no ted because o f tin* clo se at­ 
tentio n he g ave to tin* co nfiguratio n o f any 
sect io n o f co untry thro ugh which he m ig ht 
be passing and the kno wledg e o f its nffli 
tary characteristics which he wo uld abso rb. 
He paid great, attentio n to details, and 
therein lay perhaps an elem ent o f weak­ 
ness, fo r it to o k up mu- It o f his tim e and 
energy . 
It, is claimed by his friends that 
whatever he did him self was well do ne, and 
th it all his failures may be traced tc the 
inco mpetence o r lack o f energy o f subo r­ 
dinates. 
His critics rejo in that even if this 
view be co rrect it argues a fatal defect in 
his m akeup—-alack o f kno wledge o f human 
nature. 
H o w H e T o ld th e S to ry . 
Ro secrans did no t co nsult wit h the mem 
hers o f his staff as freely as so me co mmand­ 
ing generals, but in General Tho mas— 
“ Bap” Tho mas, tin* bo y s called him —he 
placed the utm o st co nfidence, and with him 
lie co nsulted o ften. 
It was General Tho m­ 
as to who m his co mmand was turned o ver 
after ( 'hickamauga, and Ro secrans at a re­ 
unio n held in W ashing to n same y ears ag o 
to ld the sto ry o f ho w they met after the o r­ 
der to turn his co mmand o vercam e. 
It 
was in Ro secrans’ tent at < jLatt.ar.o o ga that 
the interview to o k place. 
The relieving 
o rder came at nig ht, and Ro secrans sent, fo r 
Tho mas. 
“ He cam e alo ne to the tent,” 
said Ro secrans. 
“ I handed him the letter. 
He read it, and as he did so his breast began 
to sw ell, ami lie turned pale. 
He did no t 
want to accept, the co mmand, but we agreed 
upo n co nsideratio n that he m ust do so . 
I 
to ld him that, 1 co uld no t bear to meet my 
tro o ps afterward. 
'I want to leave,’ said I, 
‘befo re the anno uncement is made, and 1 
w ill start in the early m o rning .’ 
1 packed 
up that night, and the next mo rning <t 
abo ut 7 o ’clo ck 1 ro de away thro ugh the fug 
which then hung o ver the camp. 
The be.it 
o f relatio ns prevailed 
between 
General 
Tho m as and m j self, and as to the state- 
m ent that lie co nsidered him self my supe­ 
rio r and o bey ed my o rders thro ugh aseusa 
o f duty it is no t so .”

In 18 6S-9 he was United States m inister to 
Mexico , when Vie became a resident o f San 
Rafael, Cal., where he po ssessed large land­ 
ed pro perty , l i e was afterward engaged in 
an unsuccessful attem pt to co nstruct a vast 
sy stem o f narxm g aug e railro ads in Mexico . 
In 18 8 0 he was elected to co ngress fro m 
Califo rnia an 1 re elected in 18 8 2. 
In 1N8 8 
P resident Cleveland appo inted him register 
o f th e treasury . 
In religio n General Ro se­ 
erans was a devo ut Ro m an Catho lic; in 
po litics, an unw avering Demo crat. 
In the 
vario us discussio ns caused by his m ilitary 
career he defended himself w ith a vehe­ 
mence which drew upo n him in turn the de­ 
nunciatio ns o f the friends o f McClellan, 
G rant, Halleek and Garfield and led o cca­ 
sio nally to fierce p-re nal recrim inatio ns, 
but when anger had lmd tim e to eo o l the 
co untry did full justice to him.

When released and the boat is placed 
on the water, the rubber unwinds and 
turns f he w heel, which in turn mov es 
the boat. 
The paddle wheel is one of the most 
interesting and ingenious features of 
the tiny craft. It is made of two pieces 
of wood about three inches in length, 
with a slot cut half way through each, 
so as to admit of their being put together 
in the shape of a cross. This when turned 
around so as to tit the back ¡ art of tin 
boat makes the wheel. The rubber band 
is placed between the paddles and 
stretched from one support to the other 
to form the axle. 
A fence is built around the boat by 
inserting pegs in holes made with a 
jack knife and stretching a thread from 
one to the other. 
One, or on especially 
fancy boats two, high masts complete 
the outfit, and the craft is ready for 
launching. 
The new inv ention affords 
div ersion fnr fully a score of deliv ery 
boys ev ery hour of the session, and not 
a few* men may be seen standing around 
the fountain at any time watching the 
sport.—St. Louts Republic.
